A Sorry Maddie, 


The tact that Los Angeles, like other 
cities in the State, is unable to order 
any street improvements, and can only 
accomplish them through the universal 
consent of property owners alo g 

fares involved, has already 
been on. Why California 
municipalities are left in this helpless 
and almost hopeless condition few un- 
derstand. 

Under the old regime, city charters 
provided for a regular process of order- 
ing street improvements, letting con- 
tracts for the same, and then levying 
special assessments on the property to 
foot the bills. 

This rule was upset by a clause in the 
new Constitution of the State, providing 
that estimates and assessments must 
first be made and the taxes collected 
thereon before the work is commevoed. 
With the lawyers there arose a quibble 
as to whether the clause in question 
merely amended the city charters 80 as 
to require assessments to be made be- 
fore the contracts were let, or whether 
it actually repealed the portions of city 
charters governing street improvements. 

To settle this difficulty the Legisla- 
ture, in 1883, passed the Vrooman act, 
which was a genersl law for the im- 
provement of streets, applicable to all 
cities in the State. 

As there was still a question of legal- 
ity involved with the Vrooman act, the 
Legislature, two years ago, proposed an 
amendment to the Constitution, striking 
out the provision requiring assessments 

to be paid in advance of contracts. 
This amendment received the neces 
sary vote, and was supposed to be 


The Legislature, at ite next session, 
passed a second Vroomen act, which 
was a general law for the improvement 
of streets and the building of sewers, 
in conformity with the ,Constitution as 
supposably amended. 

The whole question was then liti- 
gated, being at issue before the Su- 
preme Court for nearly a year on two 
cases carried up from San Francisco, 
and two from Oakland. Last month a 
batch of decisions was rendered which 
made the aforetime confusion worse 
confounded. Two members of the 
court held that the amendment to the 
Constitution was not legally adopted, 
because it was not entered on the 
journals of both houses of the Legis- 
lature, and that the original 
Vrooman act is still in force. 
Two other members held that 
the amendment was legally adopted, 
and that the second Vroomaa act is in 
foree. The opinion of two others was 
that the charter of San Francisco is 
still in force, which would seem to set 
at naught the conetitutional amendment, 
Vrooman acts and all. 

Here is a pretty mediey! With the 
diversity of opinion in the Supreme 
Court there is no decision at ail, and 
the unfortunate cities of the State are 
left with their hands tied, as regards 
im provements. 

There is no hope of extrication from 
the muddle until another amendment to 
the Constitation can be submitted and 
adopted in such a way as to leave no 
equivocation about it, and a succeeding 
Legislature enacts laws to put the 
amendment in force. This process will 
dGoubiless require three or four years. 
Meanwhile, what is to be done in rapidly - 
growing cities like Los Angeles, which 
are actually suffering for street pave- 
ments and sewers!
